Philadelphia, September 3.—The thirty- 
third annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic will begin tomor- 
row.

The Avenue of 
Fame, which extends from Walnut tv 
Cherry street, on Broad street, a distance 
of five blocks, with the city hall as the 
center, is the most magnificent piece of 
decoration ever attempted in this city. 

The north and south fronts of the city 
hall will be illuminated with massive 
electric light pieces, thirty feet in length, 
representing the G. A. R. badge. Rows 
of incandescent lights extend from the 
top of Penn's statue, 550 feet above the 
street level, to the roof and around the 
structure, giving the effect of an immense 
column of brilliant lights.

J. A. Graham, formerly sheriff and supe- 
rior court clerk of Wilcox county, but 
for the past ten years known as the 
hermit of Wileox, was found dead in a 
hut near the turpentine farm of Thomas 
Galloway yesterday morning. 

Graham was once a prominent and influ- 
ential citizen of Wilcox county, and com- 
manded the respect and esteem of all 
who Knew him, even up to the hour of his 
pathetic death; for all agree that Alex 
Graham was the embodiment of sterling 
integrity in spite of the peculiarities he 
developed in late years.

On 
June 10th they marched out across the 
Filipino lines as bold as any soldier ever 
marched to the front, notwithstanding 
the fact the negroes were well intrenched, 
but their trenches were built to face our 
lines. It seems they didn’t think of being 
flanked, but our boys marched straight 
across their lines and then down their 
lines our boys went firing straight down 
their trenches. Pretty soon they got the 
negroes on the run. Our battery had four 
three and two-tenths inch guns and four 
three-inch mountain guns in the ftying 
brigade.There were but two other artillery 
Pieces In the fight that didn’t belong to 
cur battery, and they were of no use, for 
they shot those smal] 165-100 in. grape 
shot. 

“I was left on the line with a small de- 
tachment cf nine men and two gattling 
guns, to hold our position on the line in 
case the negroes should choose to ad- 
vance on the

ing on. All at once there were several 
volleys from the Filipinos, and in a mo- 
ment our artillery opened a perfect hell 
in their trenches.

The gunboat swung around broad- 
side and opened fire with shell and 
schrapnell, and all they found of them 
vas all kinds «f sbhapeless forms and 
holes dug big enough to bury all of them 
in. The next day our troops went in and 
took the town, but most of the negroes 
had gone farther back into the interior 
of the country, and our troops followed 
and directly came to Sapota 
bridge, which was made of stone, but the 
Filipinos had destroyed half of it to keep 
our troops from getting across the river: 
but that did not stop our boys. They

COLUMBUS WORKMEN TURN OUT 


Labor Day Will Be Observed on the 
Banks of the Chattahoochee. 


Columbus, Ga., September 3.—(Special.) 
The celebration of Labor Day in Colum- 
bus tomorrow will be on a more elaborate 
scale than ever before attempted. The 
occasion has been observed in Columbus 
for two years now, this being the third 
public demonstration. In the past few 
months there has been a general revival 
of the idea of labor organization in this 
city, and this partially accounts for the 
magnitude of the celebration this year. 
Columbus being a manufacturing town, 
it is natural that this idea should be a 
popular one among a large class of the 
citizens. 

The cotton factory operatives in this 
city were among the first in the south 
to organize, and now practically the en- 
tire help at the various factories is or- 
ganized into some kind of union. This 
vear the idea of unionism has taken a 
larger range, and the carpenters, furni- 
ture employees and other classes of 
working people have formed unions. With 
this revival there has been a more ag- 
gressive disposition on the part of or- 
ganized labor regarding the bestowing 
of patronage to merchants and in other 
ways than before. 

The right of working people to organize, 
and the certainty that it is only a ques- 
tion of time before every branch of labor 
in the country will be organized, are both 
recognized here in the abstract and the 
fact that Columbus working people should 
follow the natural bent is regarded as 
natural. As an evidence of the pleasant 


feelings existing between the Eagle and 


Phenix mills, Columbus’ largest manu- 
facturing enterprise, and their employees, 
who number 1,40, the newly formed 
Eagie and Phenix Club is cited. This 
is an institution for the amusement and 
education of the operatives, which was 
really the suggestion of the management 
of the mills. In the formation of the 
club the management was of a great deal 
of encouragement and assistance. This 
club is fitted up in very handsome man- 
ner. It has reading, gymnasium and game 
rooms and a large auditosium, where a 
course of lectures will be given this win- 
ter. Its quarters are said to be the most 
handsomely appointed of any in Colum- 
bus. It is predicted that this club will 
prove a great source of ;€easure to the 
Eagle and Phenix employees.

The 
first feature is a parade of the organized 
labor of the city in the form of a pro- 
cession of street cars, which will traverse 
the entire downtown system of the Co- 
lumbus Railroad Company.

HYPNOTIZED OVER ‘PHONE 


Professor Willard Performed Unique 
Feat Saturday Afternoon.

PUT THE SUBJECT TO SLEEP 


By Talking To Him Only a Short 
While Over the Telephone 
Wire. 


A hypnotic feat which has attracted 
considerable interest locally among those 
who are interested in hypnotism and have 
given it study was performed by Profes- 
sor H, S. Willard in the presence of a 
party of gentlemen Saturday afternoon. 

Professor Willard had announced that 
he could hypnotize a subject over the 
telephone. It was thought by many that 
this would be too great a test for both 
subject and hypnotist, and there was con- 
siderable doubt in the minds of the pro- 
fessor’s friends as to the outcome of the 
test. Saturday was the day named for 
the test, and a committee of well-known 
men was selected to witness the perform- 
ance. 

The subject was placed in the office 
of a physician in the center of the city 
and the professor went to his residence, 
a distance of six blocks, from whence 
he telephoned to the subject. The young 
man, after talking with the hypnotist for 
a few seconds, dropped the receiver and 
fell into the arms of a physician in a 
heavy sleep. 

After the arrival of Professor Willard 
the subject was examined by the physi- 
clan and the committee and every effort 
made to awaken him, all of which proved 
fruitless. 

The subject was, as a final test, placed 
in the cataleptic state, and while with 
his feet resting on one chair and his 
head on another, sustained the full 
weight of Professor Willard. The test 
caused no small amount of comment 
among those -present and the fact is 
looked upon as nothing less than remark- 
able by those interested in the science.

New System of Marking Pupils Will 
Necessitate Alterations in the 
Present Rule. 

The action of the board of eduéation at 


away with the old system of marking pu- 
pils on the per cent plan, will materia)ly 
effect rule 19, governing the absences of 
pupils on account of religious holidays. 

For a number of years this rule per- 
mitted children to be absent from school 
on regularly recognized holidays without 
being marked, and in consequence their 
general averages were not effected. At 
a meeting of the board, held several 
months ago, this rule was amended 
as to cause all such absences to ap- 
pear on the report cards of pupils, and 
also to reduce their attendance by several 
points. 

Rule 19, in effect during last year, ts 
as follows: 

19. Honors.—There shall be two 
honors—first and second—awarded to 
the graduates in each of the said 
schools who have attained the high- 
est and next highest averages re- 
spectively during the senior year. This 
award shall be made by ®ie committee 
on schools and teachers and the su- 
perintendent; and no pupil shall lose 
an honor by reason of absence from 
school on days of religious obligation 
or absence caused by death in the im- 
mediate family of such pupfi, nor shall 
such absence be counted against p® 
pils in any schools in miaking their 
average per cents. No monthly ex- 
amination shall be held on establish- 
ed religious holidays.

Perkins put up a bluff at first, but finally 
admitted his guilt and offered his captor 
the whole amount to turn him loose. 
For reply Captain Murphy clapped the 
nippers on him and took him in charge. 

Later developments disclosed the fact 
that Perkins was wanted in New York 
for numerous similar operations, and 
Was taken to that city and sentenced 
to a long term in the penitentlary. 

It was Captain Ed Murphy who un- 
raveled the mystery of Judge Fish’s mur- 
der.

That the sinner has no claim wpon the 
divine favor, and therefore no right to 
salvation, is evident from the nature of 
Jaw and the character of man’s offense. 
‘Law is ‘n its very nature stern and re- 
jentless. Every infraction is visited by 
ry penalty proportionate to the offense, 
land when such penalty fails the law is 
dishonored. Every 
fhe laws of nature is attended by su 
ing and sorrow. If the transgressions be 
jgmall, the suffering will be slight; but 
ff it be agetay ited, the suffering will be 
4ntense, perhaps resulting in death. So 
in civil law, the offender is punished ac- 
cording to the offense. If the crime 
igmall, the punishment wll be Tight; but 
af the act be outrageous, the punishment 
will be proportionately severe. 
more, the crime is proportioned to 
dignity of the law, while the dignity 
the law is derived from the 
ithe lawgiver; and if the crime be 
raportioned, the penalty must cf course 
ear the same proportion. For example, 
the law of the schoolroom itis less impor- 
tant than that of the commonwealth, ard 
ao the penalty for its infraction is less 
severe. If the lawgiver be finite «and 
fallible, the law will be fallible and itm- 
perfect and the penalty accordingly. often 
unjust; but if the laweiver he infinite, 
the law wi!! perfect and its claims 
supreme. Every infraction of such law 
will be infinite in its nature, und hence 
the penalty must necessarily be «xtreme, 
but at the same time comfortable to the 
Strictest justice. Now, tn the case before 
us the laweiver is the infinite God. The 
law, then, is infinite. the crime infinite, 
and hence the penalty must be infinite. 
But there is only one conceivable wav 
in which a finite being can endure 
finite punishment. and that {fs by suffer- 
ing eternally. The very nature «f the 
einner’s offense, then, in its velation to 
the divine law, justly and necessanly en- 
tails eternal death.

But that 
the sinner can never render perfect obe- 
dience is evident from the fact that man 
is a fallen, and hen-e imperfect being:

though piled infinitely high, ever rach 
perfection. No amount of imperfect acts 
Can ever satisfy the claims of a perfect

But this balance wheel 
ing.lost, the whole machinery is thrown 
into confusion, and death and 
relgn supréme throvghout the chaotic 
mass of discordant mind. Every cnergy {s 
paralyzed, every  sensibflity weakened, 
every desire perverted, every affection 
chilled. 

But in considering more closely 
character of the offender, we find him 
to be not only a violator of a just and 
holy law. but likewise a rebel ozainst 
a righteous sovereign, and not only a 
rebel, but a traitor to a glorious cause, 
and not only a traitor, but a conspi-cator 
with horrible fiends! Any of these crimes 
would appear hideous in the eyes of hu- 
man laws, and justly condemn the crimi- 
nal to death. How much more hideous, 
then, must such crimes appear in .the 
sight of that law whence all our ideas 
of right and justice are derived! 

Man's sin is thus seen to be both fearful 
in {ts character and far-reaching in its 
consequences, and his punishment, there- 
ore, onlv what he richly deserves. So 
that as he now Hes powerless in the 
grasp of Satan, he can find no possible 
accusation to bring against the justice 
of God, and no ground of merit upon 
which to pass the slightest plea for mer- 
~ Od in the fall man forfeited every 
right and paralyzed every power. 

The Serie proposition, viz, that the 
sinner is tinable to regain the divine fa- 
Yor, and so unable to obtain salvation, 
fs evident from the nature of the law and 
the condition of the criminal. Law, 
though necessarily stern and inflexible, 
ils nevertheless strictly impartial. It does 
the sinner no Injustice by exacting too 
much, and so on the other hand, it must 
do the sovereign no injustice by exacting 
too little: for the law is the custodian 
of the rights of both parties. It deals 

partially with man, and so likewise 

t must deal impartially with God. In its 
Telation to the sinner jt can require no

Quires too much the sinner suffers, and 
if tt requires too little the honor of God 
tuffers.. The integrity of the law, then, 
Must be sustained and every claim fully 
Met: for if the law compromises wit 

in the very smallest degree, a [lot 
and a blemish fs thereby fastened upon 
the divine character, so that God is 
bound by His very nature to execute the 
aw to the very letter.

divine law is well stated in 2ur S:vior’s 
&tonic command, “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with al thy heart, soul, 
Mind and strength, and thy n&ighbor as 
eset.” Supreme love to God and wn- 
Selfish love toward man is thus written 
Over against the name of every human 
being, and stands there as a faithful sen- 
Unel ready to detect every error and to 
ete evry fault.

If, then, a single sin- 
ful act is so enormous, and fraught with 
such fatal results, how absolutely hope- 
less and helpless must the sinner be who 
is every moment of his life committing 
sin, and who has sin fnterwoven with 
every faculty and fibre of the being, and 
intermingled with his most holy thoughts 
and most sacred services. 

Principles are eternal,and the puny grasp 
of createdii intelligence can never shake 
them, The principles of good and evil are 
thus immutable, and every.act bears the 
Stamp of one or the other of these prin- 
ciples, and bears it forever. Its moral 
character can never be changed. Man 
devil, nor angel has the power to change 
the character of a moral act. 


sesses no such power as this, becatise it 
involves in itself a contradiction, and God 
has no power over contradicitions! Right 
is not right simpiy because God commands 
it, He commands it because it is right. 
No power in earth, hell or heaven can 
make right wrong, or wrong right, for 
there Is an inherent and essentia! differ- 
ence between the two! So then the perpe- 
tration of a single wrong act erected an 
insuperable barrier between God and the 
sinner, because from the very nature of 
the case, there can be no congeniality be- 
tween sin and holiness; and furthermore, 
because every fraction of law demands a 
proportionate penalty, so that the sinner 
can never regain the divine favor so long 
as he is amenable to the law, since the 
nature of the law and the character of 
the moral &ct are both immutable. 

The third proposition, viz: That the sin- 
ner does not desire, and therefore cannot 
will, to regain the divine favor, is evident 
from the disordered condition of the mind. 
The very fact that man is a sinner proves 
that the is an enemy to holiness and God, 
since sin and holiness, from the very na- 
ture of the case,.are diametrically opposed 
to each other. Hence man does not, and in 
the very nature of things, cannot desire 
toa regain the divine favor, for any one 
at all acquainted with metaphysics knows 
that the affections and desires are not 
directly dependent on the will, so that one 
cannot by a mere act of the will love that 
which he —— or desires that which he 

es not desire.

While 
thus the sinner’s right to salvation must 
ever rest upon the mere mercy of God, 
and be regarded as wholly undeserved by 


of relief, exactly corresponds with the 
sinner’s necessities. For divine grace has 
not only restored to man the rights and 
rivileges which he forfeited in the fall, 
ut it has made ample provision whereby 
he may become worthy of, able to obtain, 
and willing to seek God's favor. This 
three-fold necessity of his nature has 
been met ard satisfied in the 
threefold functions of Christ as mediator, 
as a priest, Christ explates man’s guilt, 
and so removes the legal barriers to his 
salvation: as a prophet, He reveals to him 
the beauty of the divine character, and so 
awakens a desire for restoration to God's 
favor: and as a king, He subdues stub- 
born rebellion, and so ‘‘works in him both 
to will and to do of his own gogd pleas- 
ure.”’ 

The God-man was well qualified to 
make the atonement—the glorious ‘‘at- 
one-ment’‘—between an offended God and 
offending man; for in the work of recon- 
ciliation he can lay a hand both upon di- 
vinity and humanity and claim kinship 
with each. And thus, with one hand 
clasped in that of the eternal Father, 
and the other outstretched toward his 
ruined brother, He stande as the one only 
Mediator between heaven and earth. His 
humanity suffered, His divinity triumph- 
ed. His humanity bore the penalty of 
the law, His divinity was above the 
claims of the law and gave efficacy to the 
sacrifice. His divinity was the altar upon 
which His humanity was offered, and 
sanctified the gift. His humanity can 
sympathize, His divinity can save! 

‘By voluntarily becoming the sinner’s 
substitute, and taking his place under the 
law, he has canceled all its ciaims, for by 
virtue of Hig infinite merit as God, every 
act becomes infinitely meritorious, so that 
His obedience and death become amply 
sufficient to meet every requirement, and 
satisfy every demand of the divine law, 
whether positive or negative, penal or 
preceptive. The precept of the law was 
fully kept in thought, word, and deed, in 
His life of spotless obedience, and the 
penalty was executed to the fullest extent 
in Hig death of cruel suffering, thus not 
only removing all legal barriers in the 
way of salvation, but furnishing the be- 
lievers with a righteousness which ren- 
ders him worthy of the divine favor. 

Being thus. freed from guilt, and fur- 
nished with a record of obedience that 
fully satisfies all the preceptive claims 
of the law, the believer not only hag re- 
stored to him his forfeited ‘“‘right,’’ but 
is also thereby rendered worthy of com- 
munion with God.

Yet notwithstanding the fact that 
the wotk of Christ ag ‘“‘priest’’ has re- 
moved all legal barriers to man’s salva- 
tion, still he has no desire for the divine 
favor, for this mind is darkened by sin, 
and his feelings are alienated from all 
that is good. So that it is just as neces- 
sary to prepare man for salvation as it 
was to prepare salvation for man! He is 
wildly drifting: amid the storms of di- 
vine wrath; his sight is dim; his hearing 
is dull, and so he_ heeds neither the 
lightning flashes of offended justice which 

ljeam around him, nor the fearfu] thun- 
dare of a broken law which sound gbove 
him. He sees no danger and feels no 
alarm; and no sadder evidence of man’s 
utter helplessness is found than this 
false security of the sinner. He is blind, 
but knows it not. He is lost, but falls to 
realize it. But more than this, he knows 
not God: A faint impression of the di- 
vine character etill lingers among the 
fond recollections of his Bden home, but 
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s'n has so poisoned and overpowered the 
soul that it perceives instead of an object 
worthy of love, only @# Miserable carica- 
ture of the glorious reality. The votce 
of a loving Father calls him to come 
home, but he turns a deaf ear to the call, 
The hands of a crucified Savior are nail- 
ed..up in one eternal benediction, and 
stretched out in one de, universal. in- 
vitation to the apostate race, but from 
tMat scene so transcendently sorrowful. 
that the sympathetic earth reels with the 
throes of crucifiction agony, 
burning eye of the sun grows biind with 
grief, he turns with marked indifference 
and unconeern. For to him the crucified 
Redeemer appears as “a root out of a 
dry ground, having neither form nor 


comeliness; and when he sees Him, there |. 


is no beauty in Him that he should de- 
sire Him.” 

Now, this necessity of man’s nature is 
met, and his spiritual blindness removes 
through the work of Christ ag ‘“‘prophet.”’ 
And so, by removing misapprehensions 
from the sinner’s mind, and enabling him 
to see the beauties of the divine charac- 
ter he awakens, by the influences of the 
Holy Spirit in the mind thus illuminated, 
a “desire’ for a better life and a closer 
communion with God. 

But with the right of salvation restored 
by the priestly work of Christ, and the 
desire for it awakened by his prophetic 
work, there igs yet a fatal barrier in’ the 
Wiy of the sinner’s salvation, for he still 
lacks the ability to obtain it. So long 
has he been flattered by Satan and sin 
that his moral powers have become par- 
alyzed. So long has he worn the yoke of 
bondage that he has not the power to 
throw it off. So long have the tendencies 


| of his nature been downward that: he “has 


lost the power to arrest them in their ac- 

celerated speed; much less has he the 

— to turn them in the opposite direéc- 
on, 

This third necessity of man’s nature is 
met and satisfied in the work of Christ 
as ‘“‘king.”’ has already triumphed 
over death and hell, having ‘ascended on 
high leading captivity captive.” He is 
thus able to liberate man from the cruel: 
bondage of sin, and give him the power 
to come off ‘‘conqueréf and more shan 
conquerer’’ in his conflict with Satan. 

Always a free agent, with the liberty to 
do right but lacking the power, he has 
now this want of his fallen nature sup- 
plied, and so ig at last ‘‘able’’ to choose 
the service of God and “willing” to seek
